We ought to begin a Christian life with 
the one and end it with the other. 

“I will endure hardness as a good sol- 
dier of the cross.

St. Patrick's Day 


And Its Suggestions 


Today is St. Patrick's! 

Naturally, we think of the shamrock, and 
of the wise and good priest who is still 
& potential factor in this commonplace 
world of ours. 

St. Patrick is the patron saint of all the 
good people of Ireland, and in every land 
where there is an Irish colony today he will 
be appropriately honored. 

It is a big day, of course, in Ireland, 


and in this ‘country, in every city with a 


large Irish population, the holiday is prop- 
erly observed in a religious and a secular 
way, 


Just when and where St. Patrick was 
born is uncertain, but according to one rep- 
utable historian the year 327 A. D. was the 
date of his birth. 

Several writers state that ‘he was born 
in Ireland, but they also quote his own 
reference to his father’s farm near Ban- 
navere, Taberniae. 

Other historians, however, say that he 
was born in France. In his youth he went 
to Wales or Ireland and went to work as 
a missionary. Of his family all that is 
known is that his father was a deacon, and 
his grandfather was a priest. His mother 
was the sister of St. Martin of Tours. 

When he was a boy of sixteen he was 
seized by a band of pirates at his father’s 
Bannavere farm, and was carried to Ire- 
land and sold to a chief in whose service 
he remained six years. 

After several attempts, the prisoner suc- 
ceeded in making his escape. He fied to 
France, where he became a monk, but it 
was not until the age of sixty that he 
again saw the country where he had been 
a slave. : 


After being ordained by a Gallic bishop, 


he went to Ireland to take the. place of 
Palladius, who had been sent there by 


Pope Celestine, and who had died at his 


post. 


In Ireland Bishop Patrick converted the 
old chief who had once held him as a 
slave. But the chief's’ conversion took the 
shape of suicide. When he heard that 
Patrick was coming to see him as the am- 
bassador of Christ, the old man left his 
palace and went to a solitary place, where 
he killed himself. 


In the course of fifty years St. Patrick : 
covered the entire country. He converted. 


thousands of people and personally bap- 
tized 12,000. 

His gractous influence 18 felt to this day, 
and the sons of Ireland are the leaders in 
every land. Here in this country they have 
been among our greatest statesmen and 
soldiers, and in every department of our 
industrial, political and social life they 
are prominent. 

They have assimilated with every natton, 
and they have risen to distinction in the 
armies and governments of the world. Look 
at the McMahons in France, the Nugents 
in Austria, the O’Donnels in Spain, the 
Burkes, Sheridans, Wellingtons and Wolse- 
leys in England, and the Sheridans, Cor- 
corans, Cochrans, Meades and Cleburnes 
in this country.

THE HEAD RIGHT SYSTEM. 

Prior to that time and even subsequently f 
for some years the head right system pre- 
vailed. Each citizen, under certain condi- 
tions, was allowed 100 acres: of land with, 
fifty acres for his wife and fifty. for every 
child and an additional fifty acres for 
every slave to the number of ten, provided 
that no householder might claim 1 more than 
1,000 acres of land. 

The headrighter was permitted to locate 
his lands as suited him best. He could run 
a line so many. chains in one direction, 
then start on a new tack and continue the 
survey until he had included the allotted 
number of acres, no matter ln what shape 
it lay. He might lay off one plat in one 
place and then select some fertile spot on 
some desirable residence or waterfront lo- 
cation in another, just so he did not over- 
step the limits defined by the law. 

For that reason there are any odd 
shaped lots of land in the lower counties 
and every now and then some little trian- 
gular piece of ground is discovered that has 
never belonged to anybody. Only the other 
day application was made to Secretary of 
State Candler for grants of two bodies of 
swamp land, one of 520 and the other of 570. 
acres, that had never been taken up and 
that had lain there for ovr a century the 
property of the state without yielding any 
revenue in the way of taxes. 

SBCOND AND THEIR LOTTERIES.

St. Pairick’s Day 
And Its Suggestions 


Today is St. Patrick's! 

Naturally, we think of the shamrock, and 
of the wise and good priest. who is still 
@ potential factor in this commonplace 
world of ours. 

St. Patrick is the patron saint of all the 
good people of Ireland, and in every land 
where there is an Irish colony today he will 
be appropriately honored. 

It is a big day, of course, in Ireland, 
and in this country, in every city With a 
large Irish population, the holiday is prop- 
erly observed in a religious and a secular 
way. a 


Just when and where St, Patrick was 
born is uncertain, but according to one rep- 
utable historian the year 627 A. D. was the 
date of his birth. 

Several writers state.that he was born 
in Ireland, but they also quote his own 
reference to his father’s farm néar Ban- 
navere, Taberniae. 

Other historians, however, say that he 
was born in France. In his youth he went 
to Wales or Ireland and went to work as 
a missionary. Of his family all that is 
known is that his father was a deacon, and 
his grandfather was a priest. His mother 
was the sister of St. Martin of Tours. 

When he was a boy of sixteen he was 
seized by a band of pirates at his father’s 
Bannavere farm, and was carried to re- 
land and sold to a chief in whose service 
he remained six years. 

After several attempts, the prisoner suc- 
ceeded in making his escape. He fled to 
France, where he became a monk, but it 
was not until the age of sixty that he 
again saw the country where he had been 
a slave. 

After being ordained by a Gallic bishop, 
he went to Ireland to take the place of 
Palladius, who had been sent there by 
Pope Celestine, and who had died at his 
post. 


In Ireland Bishop Patrick converted the 
old chief who had once held him as a 
slave. But the chief’s conversion took the 
shape of sticide. When he heard that 
Patrick was coming to see him as the am- 
bassador of Christ, the old man left his 
palace and went to a solitary place, where 
he killed himself. 

In the course of fifty years St. Patrick 
covered the entire country. He converted 
thousands of people and personally bap- 
tized 12,000. 

His gracious influence is felt to this day, 
and the sons of Ireland are the leaders in 
every land. Here in this country they have 
been among our greatest statesmen and 
soldiers, and in every department of our 
industrial, political and social life they 
are prominent. 

They have assimilated with every nation, 
and they have risen to distinction in the 
armies and governments of the wörld. Look 
at the McMahons in France, the Nugents 
in Austria, the O'Donrels In Spain, the 
Burkes, Sheridans, Wellingtons and Wolse- 
leys in England, and the Sheridans, Cor- 
corans, Cochrans, Meades and Cleburnes 
in this country. 


I am glad to see that today will be prop- 
erly celebrated in Atlanta, Augusta, Sa- 
vannah and other Georgia, cities. 

In the old days we had some very notable 
celebrations in Atlanta. 

On one occasion Judge Lochrane deliv- 
ered an eloquent address: He was an Irish- 
man of whom every native of the Emerald 
Isle should be justly proud. 1 do not belleve 
that Sheridan in his best days could make 
a better speech than Lochrane could de- 
liver when the subject suited him. 

Again, we had Father Ryan for the ora- 
tor of the day. This gifted poet and child 
of genius was always ready to scatter his 
pearls of thought and diction along the 
highways, and when he spoke here on St. 
Patrick’s day, about thirty years ago, his 
oration was a perfect gem. 

America would be a dull country without 
the shamrock, the Irishman and the ben- 
eficent influence of St. Patrick. 

We have borrowed so much from Tre- 
land, and we are in such thorough sym- 
pathy with her that we feel bound to her 
sons and daughters by the ties of kinship. 


Let us celebrate today gloriously and in 
a fashion werthy of the occasion. For one 


day we can all afford to be Irishmen.

LAND LOTTERIES 
IN. THE STATE 


The different distributions of the public 
lands of Georgia present an interesting 
study to the student of state history. 

At the close of the revolutionary 
there were only eight counties in the state, 
constituted of the different parishes laid off 
by the old colonial councils. 

They were Burke, Chatham, Camden, Ef- 
fingham, Glynn, Liberty, Richmond and 
Wilkes. All wf them were named for Brit- 
ish noblemen, or members of parliament 
friendly to the cause of American freedom, 
except old Liberty, the name of which was 
indicative of the spirit that animated the 
soul of the old lawmakers. 

Two others were added shortly after the 
war and were named for the two greatest 
names of that age of American history., 
Washington and Franklin. 

In 1805 it was decided by the legislature to 
distribute the wild lands acquired by treaty 
and otherwise among the citizens of the 
different counties, Baldwin and Wilkinson 
being named at the head of the Hst as par- 
ticipants in the lottery. 

TWENTY-NINE COUNTIES THEN. 

By that time there were twenty-nine 
counties organized, Baldwin, Bryan, Burke, 
Bulioch, Chatham, Camden, Olarke, Co- 
lumbus, - Effingham, Elbert, Franklin, 
Giynn, Greene, Hancock, Jackson, Jeffer- 
gon, Liberty, Lincoln, McIntosh, Montgom- 
ery, Oglethorpe, Richmond, Screven, Tat- 
nall, Warren, Washington, Wayne, Wilkes 
and Wilkinson. 

It will be seen that the patriotic idea was 
still uppermost in the minds of the legis- 
lators as all those that had been made and 
named since the war bore the names of 
eminent men of state or national fame, and 
statesmen and soldiers were alike honored 
and efforts made to render their fame im- 
perishable by affixing them to the subdi- 
visions of the state government. 

Not a single Indian name occurs in the 
long Mst of counties then in existence, al- 
though the lands that were then being dis- 
tributed were the acquisitions made by 
treaties with the tribes living between the 
Ogeechee and Oconee rivers. 

A supplementary lottery was held in 1807 
by which the remainder of the lands were 

vided among the settlers of the foreguing 
counties. All those lands were survey in 
lots of more than 202% acres. 

THE HEAD RIGHT SYSTEM. 

Prior to that time and even subsequently 
for some yes the head right system pre- 
vailed. Each cltizen, under certain condi- 
tions, was allowed 100 acres of land with 
fifty acres for his wife and fifty for every 
child and an additional fifty acres for 
every slave to the number of ten, proviued 
that no householder might claim more than 
1,000 acres of land. 

The headrighter was permitted to locate 
his lands as suited him best. He could run 
a Une so many chains in one direction,

The mountain counties came along in 
their turn until now there are 137 counties 
in the state, the six youngest being Banks, 
Brooks, Clayton, Echols and Johnson, all 
made in 1858, and the baby courty, Rock- 
dale, in 1870, after which a law was passed 
prohibiting the making of any additional 
counties.

Several of the cars cost as much 
as $7 and the commissioners took the po- 
sition that no car should cost more than 
the contract price. The road's attorneys 
were present yesterday afternoon, and Mr. 
Albert Howell, Jr., explained to the com- 
missioners that the rate of $3.24 was based 
vpon 24,900 pounds, the road reserving che 
right to charge for all over that weight. 

The bills will be paid by the ¢ommission- 
ers, although Commissioner Spalding voted 
against the action of the board. 

Several minor matters were given atten- 
tion, after which the board adjourned 
until the next regular meeting wn the Arst 
Wednesday in April.

The Opinion.Hoids That Corporations 
Having Their Preperty in Several 
States Should Pay Taxes on All of 
Their Property Proportioned toe the 
Mileage in the Respective States, 


Washington, March 17.—An important 


‘declaration of the principle upon which 


taxes may be levied by the states upon 
the intangible property or assets of cor- 
porations has been made by the supreme 
court of the United States. 

The question arose in the cases of the 
Henderson Bridge Company and the Adams 
Express Company, whieh corporations uad 
appealed respectively from the judgments 
of the supreme court of Kentucky and of 
the court of appeals for the seventh cir- 
cuit sustaining the assessment of taxatior 
made against them in Kentucky. The su- 
preme court also sustained the asseess- 
ments. 

Similar questions also arose in the states 
of Ohio and Indiana. Tw the course of an 
opinion read by Justice Brewer (from 
which Justices Field, Harlan and Brown 
dissented) the court held that while a state 
could not by a tax or license establish a 
privilege within its borders for the trans- 
action of interstate commerce, the states 
could tax the facilities with which that 
commerce was transacted, 

INTANGI BLE PROPERTY. 

That there was intangible property of 
taxable value, said Justice Brown, there 
could be no doubt, and that a state might 
tax this as well as horses and wagons 
could not be questioned.

London, March 17.—The Rome 
spondent of The Daily News says that he 
has reliable information that Greece is 
now more disposed to adopt a conciliatory 
attitude toward the powers. | 

He adds that Greece proposes to con- 
centrate her troops at some easily vict- 
ualed point on the coast of Crete where 
they will be separated from the insurgents. 
She also proposes that the Ottoman troops 
shall be placed at some points removed 
from the insurgents, so that the powers 
themselves may pacify the rebels. Then 
it will be expected that Cretans be allowed 
to choose freely between autonomy and 
the annexation of Greece. If they choose 
autonomy the Greek and Turkish forces 
will leave the island at the same time. 

Little reliance is placed on this dispatch 
here. The powers insisted that their de- 
mands as set forth in the identical note 
to Greece should be acceded to in their en- 
tirety, and after Greece’s reply to the note 
had been received refused to enter into 
further negotiations on the subject. 

It has been repeatedly stated that the 
powers would not consent to a plebiscite 
in Crete to decide whether an autonomous 
government should be established or the 
island annexed to Greece, and consequent- 
ly it is believed to be impossible that 
Greece should now make such appeal. 
Furthermore, the powers have declared 
that the Greek troops must leave Crete 
before the Turkish forces, and it is to com- 
pel compliance with these demands that 
the blockade of the island ‘has been com- 
menced. ,

THE NICARAGUAN CANAL QUESTION 


Secretary Sherman Gees Over Some 
of the Problems That Confront the 
Country and Says That Congress 
Shall Have All Information Possi- 
ble About Cuba. 


Washington, March 17.—There is every 
indication of a much freer interchange of 
views and of confidences between the state 
department and the committee on foreign 
relations of the senate since the advent of 
the new administration. The visit of Sec- 
retary Sherman to the capitol yesterday af- 
ternoon was entirely unexpected, and the 
first that was known of his visit was when 
a messenger informed Chairman Davis 
that Mr. Sherman was at the committee 
room. An impromptu meeting was called 
arid for an hour the committee and the 
new secretary of state conferred about 
relations with other powers. 

Mr. Sherman was naturally anxious to 
know what headway had been made with 
the arbitration treaty, and when he was 
told that it was expected to make a fav- 
orable report Wednesday, the secretary 
expressed his pleasure. It is well known 
that President McKinley and his secretary 
subscribe to the treaty and the purposes 
for which it was negotiated, but believe 


that it should be amended in some particu- 


lars. 

Secretary. Sherman expressed his satis- 
faction at the determination which had 
been reached by the committee to leave 
the scope of the treaty untouched, but he 
made such changes in the administrative 
features as would leave intact the treaty 
making power of the United States. This 
is to be accomplished by an amendment 
providing that all questions be submit- 
ted to the senate for its approval or dis- 
approval. This places the United States 
on the same footing with Great Britain 
in this matter. 

Mr. Sherman urged that the treaty be 
reported and put forward in the senate 
with as much speed as the magnitude of 
the subject would justify. 

NICARAGUAN CANAL. 

There was ulso a considerable discussion 
relative to the construction of the Nicara- 
guan canal, a question which is bound to 
come prominently to the front during this 
congress. Mr. Sherman is favorable to 
this project, but has taken the ground in 
his speeches in the senate that the canal 
should be constructed through the instru- 
mentality of the United States alone, rath- 
er than through the agency of a private 
corporation aided and assisted by this gov- 
ernment in the matter of bonds. 

Only a few days before the oxpiration 
of the fifty-fourth congress, immadlately 
following the protest of Minister Rodri- 
guez, of the Greater Republic of Central 
America, Mr. Sherman referred to the 
Frelinghuysen-Zavala treaty sent to the 


Senate December 10, 1884, by President Ar- 


thur and withdrawn by President Cleve- 
land at the instance of Secretary Bayard 
within ten days after his accession to of- 
fice in March, 1885. Under the terms of this 
treaty. Nicaragua offered to give to the 
United. States absolute control of her ter- 
ritory so far as the construction of this 
canal was concerned. Mr. Sherman, in 
his speech, said he hoped this treaty could 
be revived and as much as said that when 
he should be secretary of state this ques- 
tion would be investigated. 

It is understood that he told the commit- 
tee yesterday he had hopes of securing an- 
other concession from Nicaragua and that 
the initial steps would soon be taken with 
that end in view. It is not believed by the 
committee, and Mr. Sherman does not, it is 
said, dispute the proposition, that the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty will operate to prevent 
the negotiation of a treaty with the Greater 
Republic of Nicaragua. Mr. Morgan, how- 
ever, proposes to get rid of this objection- 
able convention if possible and later in the 
afternoon after the conference with Mr. 
Sherrran offered a joint resolution declar- 
ing the Clayton-Bulwer treaty to be abro- 


gated.

FINANCIERS ARE CONFIDENT 


The Different Links in the Chain from 
Washington to New Orleans 
Have Been Worked Out. 


MR. RYAN’S ATTEMPT TO CONTROL 


The Whole Scheme Is of Great Im- 
portance to This Section as It Will 
Open a New and Complete System 
Throughout the South—Progress of 
the Plans. 


Baltimore, March 17.—The elaborate plans 
of extension of the Seaboard Air-Line sys- 
tem to reach Washington on the north and 
New Orleans on the south are attracting 
considerable attention in financial and 
railroad circles. Some interests regard the 
contemplated move as a “bluff” designed 
to bring the Southern railway to terms 
and put an end to the fight existing be- 
tween the two systems. 

Many financiers, however, say that the 
scheme proposed by the Seaboard company 
is plausible and will be carried out if suf- 
ficient capital can be enlisted. 

There appears strong assurance that the 
initial and most important link in the 
extensions referred to will be built. This 
is the Virginia aud Carolina railroad, 
which is to extend from Richmond to 
Ridgeway, N. C., on the Raleigh and Gas- 
ton railroad, an important part of the 
Seaboard Alr-Line system. 7 

DeWitt Smith, of New York, and ussoci- 
ates have secured the franchises of the 
Virginia and Carolina railroad under an 
obligation to complete the line. This read 
is an old project upon which some work 
was done before the war. 

With the completion of this project and 
its control sccured to the Seaboard the 
latter would be able to enter Richmond 
over its own lines and be in a oosition to 
interchange traffic with the Chesapeake 
and Ohio to advantage. It has been the de- 
termined policy of the Seaboard Air-Line 
for some time to obtain a northern outlet. 
The recent rate war with che Southern 
railway was influenced to some extent by 
the belief that the Southern was blocking 
its efforts in this direction. 

TRAFFIC ALLIANCE. 

After reaching Richmond a traffic al- 
liance is proposed with the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad for 
the haul of ite trains to Quantico, within 
a short dista ce of Washington. Entrance 
into Washington would be the next move, 
and a traffic alliance with the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad has been seriously sug- 
gested. With the carrying out of a scheme 
of this kind the Seaboard would become a 
formidable system and would take a niuch 
larger share of the traffic movement from 
the east to the south. 

As to extensions and connectiong to 
reach New Orleans and points in Florida 


those in a position to know regard tnem 


as remote. It is, however, stated that the 
Seaboard proposes to overcome its present 
inability to get its cars into New Orleans 


over the Atlanta and West Point road by 


building extensions enough to enable it to 
reach Montgomery. To this end a line 
about fifty miles lorg could be built from 
Atlanta, the Seaboard’s southern terminus, 
to Carrollton, Ga., where connection could 
be made with the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus. An extension of this line which 
is under the control of the Seaboard can 
be made to Columbus, seventy-five miles 
beyond, and at that point the Alabama 
Midland must take the cars into Mont- 
gomery, where the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, now an ally, would furnish the ie- 
maining haul to New Orleans. 

In connection with this move to broa den 
the scope of the Seaboard system it is of

Washington, March 17.—An important 
declaration of ‘the. principle upon which 
taxes may be levied by the states upon 
the intangible property or assets of cor- 
porations has been made by the supreme 
court of the United States. 

The question arose in the cases of the 
Henderson Bridge Company and the Adams 
Express Company, which cerporations nad 
appealed respectively from the judgments 
ot the supreme court of Kentucky and of 
the court of appeals for the seventh cir- 
cult sustaining the assessment of taxatior 
made against them in Kentucky. The su- 
preme court also sustained the assess- 
ments. ‘ 

Similar questions also arose in the states 
of Ohio and Indiana. In the course of an 
opinion read by Justice’ Brewer (from 
which Justices Field, Harlan and Brown 
dissented) the court held that while a state 
could not by a tax or license establish a 
privilege within its borders for the trans- 
action of interstate commerce, the states 
could tax the facilities with which that 
commerce was transacted. 

INTANGIBLE PROPERTY. 

That there was intangible property of 
taxable value, said Justice Brown, there 
could be no doubt, and that a state might 
tax this as well as horses and wagons 
could not be questioned. The Adams ex- 
press officers stated, that the capital of 
the company was worth at least $16,300,900. 
If it was worth that much to the owners 
for purposes of income and sale it was 
worth just as much for purposes of tax- 
ation. The company sald it possessed 
A. 000, 000 worth of tangible property and 
the only question in the case Was as to the 
status of the $12,000,000 worth of intangible 
property. 

He did not believe it could all be located 
at the place of the principal office of the 
company. It went wherever the franchise 
of the company, to be and to do, went, 
and wherever the property used in the 
business went. If the states should with- 
draw the privilege of doing business with- 
in their limits, the value of the capital 
stock would shrink to nothing. Wherever 
the company went it carried its franchise 
to be and to do, and there the franchise 
should be taxed. 

The majority of the court, said Justice 
Brown in conclusion, thought that cor- 
porations having their property protected 
in the several states and permitted to do 
business therein should pay in those states 
a tax on all their property, proportioned 
to the mileage of the routes covered by 
them in the respective states.

THE ISLAND Is NOW BLOCKADED 


Some Doubt as to Whether It Really 
In So Is Felt in Spite-of Lord Salis- 
bury’s.

London, March 17.-The Rdme corre- 
spondent of The Daily News says that he 
has reliable information that Greece is 
now more disposed to adopt a conciliatory 
attitude toward the powers. 

He adds that Greece proposes to ccn- 
centrate- her troops at some easily vict- 
ualed point on the coast of Crete where 
they will be separated from the insurgents. 
She also proposes that the Ottoman troops 
shall be placed at some points removed 
from the insurgents, so that the powers 
themselves may pacify the rebels. Then 
it will be expected that Cretans be allowed 
to choose freely between autonomy and 
the annexation of Greece. If they choose 


will leave the island at. the same time. 

Little reliance is placed on this dispatch 
here. The powers insisted that their de- 
mands as set forth in the identical note 
to Greece should be acceded to in their en- 
tirety, and after Greece’s reply to the note 
had been received refused to enter into 
further negotiations on ‘the subject. 

It has been repeatedly stated that the 
powers would not consent to a plebiscite 
in Crete to decide whether an autonomous 
government should be established or the 
island annexed to Greece, and consequent- 
ly it is believed to be impossible that 
Greece should now make such appeal. 
Furthermore, the powers have declared 
that the Greek troops must leave Crete 
before the Turkish forces, and it is to COT } 
pel compliance with these demande that 
the blockade of the island has been com- 
menced.

Washington, March 17.—There is every 
indication of a much freer interchange of 
views and of confidences between the state 
department and the committee on foreign 
relations of the senaté since the advent of 
the new administration. The visit of, Sec- 
retary Sherman to the capitol yesterday af- 
ternoon was entirely unexpected, and the 
first that was known of his visit was when 
a messenger informed Chairman Davis 
that Mr. Sherman was at the committee. 
room. An impromptu meeting was called 
and for an hour the committee and the 
new secretary of state conferred about 
relations with other powers. 

Mr. Sherman was naturally anxious to 
know what headway had been made with 
the arbitration treaty, and when he was 
told that it was expected to make a fav- 
orable report Wednesday, the secretary 
expressed his pleasure. It is well known 
that President McKinley and his secretary 
subscribe to the treaty and the purposes 
for which it was negotiated, but believe 
that it should be amended in some particu- 
lars. 

Secretary Sherman expressed. his satis- 
faction at the determination which had 
been reached by the committee to leave 
the scope of the treaty untouched, but he 
made such changes in the administrative 
features as would leave intact the treaty 
making power of the United States. This 
is to be accomplished by an amendment 
providing that all questions be submit- 
ted to the senate for its approval or dis- 
| approval. This places the United States 
on the game footing with Great Britain 
in this matter. 

Mr. Sherman. urged that the treaty be 
reported and; put forward in the senate 
with as much speed as the magnitude of 
the subject’ would justify. 
NICARAGUAN CANAL.

The Icverent Links in the Chain trom 
Washington to New Orleans 
Have Been Worked Out. 


MR. RYAN’S ATTEMPT TO CONTROL 


The Whole Scheme [fs of Great Im- 
portance to This Section as It Will 
Open a New and Complete System 
Throughout the South—Progress of 
the Plans. 


Baltimore, March 17.—The elaborate plans 
of extension of the Seaboard Air-Line sys- 
tem to reach Washington on the north and 
New Orleans on the south are attracting 
considerable attention in financial and 
railroad circles. Some interests regard the 
contemplated move as a “bluff” designed 
to bring the Southern railway to terms 
and put an end to the fight existing be- 
tween the two systems. 

Many financiers, however, say that the 
scheme proposed by the Seaboard company 
is plausible and will be carried out if suf- 
ficient capital can he enlisted. ; 

There appears.strong assurance that the 
initial and most important link in the 
extensions referred to will be built. This 
is the Virginia aud Carolina railroad, 
which is to extend from Richmond to 
Ridgeway, N. C., on the Raleigh aud Gas- 
ton railroad, an important part of. the 
Seaboard Air-Line system. 

DeWitt Smith, of New York, and associ- 
ates have secured the franchises of the 
Virginia and Carolina railroad under an 


| Obligation to complete the line. This road 


is an old project upon which some work 
was done before the war. 

With the completion of this project and 
its control sccured to the Seaboard the 
latter would be able to enter Richmond 
over its own lines and be in a oosition to 
interchange traffic with the Chesapeake 
and Ohio to advantage. It has been the de- 
termined policy of the Seaboard Aur-Line 
for some time to obtain a northern outlet. 
The recent rate war with che Southern 
railway was influenced to some extent by 
the belief that the Southern was blocking 
its efforts in this direction. 

TRAFFIC ALLIANCE, 

After reaching Richmond a traffic al- 
liance ia proposed with the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad for 
the haul of ita trains to Quantico, within 
a short distance of Washington.

To this end a line 
about fifty miles long could be built from 
Atlanta, the Seaboard’s southern terminus, 
to Carrollton, Ga., where connection could 
be made with the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus. An extension of this line which 
is under the control of the Seaboard can 
be made to Columbus, seventy-five miles 
beyond, and at that point the Alabama 
Midland must take the cars into Mont- 
gomery, where the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, now an ally, would furnish the tie- 
maining hiul to New Orleans. 

In connection with this move to broaden 
the scope of the Seaboard system it is of 
interest to recall the recent attempt of 
Mr. Thomas F. Ryan to obtain control by 
endeavoring to buy a majority of the stock 
of the parent company.

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Work of Women 
In Grace Church. 


Woman's influence in church work is un- 
quéstionably great. Ministers and men 
who devote their lives to Christian work 
find warm allies and ardent co-workers in 
women. Indeed, women excel in some 
ways, for there is a class of work that 
‘women can naturally do better than men. 
Their delicate sympathies and perceptions 
enable them to find a way into the hearts 
and lives of people who could not be 
teached by a less tender influence. 

No women could be more helpful and do 
mare practical work than do the churen 
women of Atlanta. Taken altogether, they 
are unusually encrgetic and earnest in work 
generally designated as charitable. It is 
‘said; however, that the women of Grace 
Methodist church are unusually well or- 
ganized and have accomplished an unusual 
amount of practical good. In view of this 
fact, a brief sketch of some of their work 
wili prove interesting. 

Wherever there is a Methodist church 
ae is always a parsonage and hoine 

on society composed of women. The 
work of these women is to bulid parson- 

Ates Wherever needed and to go into the 
homes of the poor and do any service they 
can to alleviate their destitution, mental 
and physical. 

The Grace church society is composed $f 
three departments. The local parsonage 
department keeps the parsonage in repair 
and well furnished; the home work is the 
second division and is in co-operation with 
the city mission board in its work in the 
homes of Atlanta's poor; the third division 
represents the contributions given gener- 
ally to charity throughout the country. 
Mrs. J. A. Miller is president of the soci- 
ety and has been for two years past. Bhe 
has all of the attributes of leadership in 
sich work, as the standing of the so- 
ciety testifies. Mrs. R. H. West is the ef- 
ficient secretary. Mrs. Charles Beck, Mrs. 
R. F. Watson and Mrs. Dr. Kime respec- 
tively are treasurers of the three society 
départmients described above. The contri- 
butions are distributed and the business 
and work conducted in a very orderly and 
Systematic way by these officers. 

Possibly the most effective work of the 
society is that which it does through the 
two city missionaries it supports. Miss 
Dmma Tucker and Mrs. C. E. Moore are 
the consecrated women who do this mis- 
sionary work, going into the homes of the 
poor, the fallen—any place where their 
good offices are needed. 

The society also paid a missionary last 
year to teach a free school in the Elsas, 
May factory district. The Girls’ Night 
school, which is doing such effective work 
now, is located in the same district. The 
young woman who taught this school last 
year is maintaining herself in Young Har- 
ris institute now with the salary she saved 
last year, and will return to her missionary 
work later, as she feels greatly interested 
in it. Another missionary enterprise is 
the maintaining of two. Sunday schools 
one on Highland avenue and one in the 
Elsas, May factory district. Mr. Feath- 
erstone and Mr. and Mrs. Roby are 
directly in charge of these and are doing 
a deal of effective work. 

Grace church Sunday school is also 
ono if the most vitally active in the city. 
It has a membership of 400. In connection 
‘with this is a children’s society modeled 
| oe the plan of the Epworth league, which

is the faithful and devoted manager of all 
the children’s work in the church.

They 
propose to pay half of the amount and 
are already accomplishing a great deal 
toward it. Some of the methods used are 
illustrative of their energy and resource. 
For instance, they made a handsoine auto- 
graph quilt which cleared 850 for them. The 
Atlanta Horse Guards had the names of 
the entire company embroidered in the 
quilt. Then again, a supper was given at 
the home of one of the ladies which cleared 
$110. In addition to its financial suecess it 
was a delightful social affair. 

The ladies are arranging now for an 
Easter sale, the proceeds of which will 
ga to the organ fund. It will be given.at 
Mrs. John A. Miller’s residence and all 
sorts of fancy articles will be sold. The 
ladies will also contract to furnish cakes 
and any sort of desserts to any one wish- 
sg Monge for Easter Sunday.

CAUSES SUIT 


Judge Reid Hears Evidence in an 
Interesting Oase. 


PLAINTIFFS WANT $25,000 


Kidder Manufacturing Company Is 
Suing the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
Company for the Value of Its 


Patent—What Both Sides Claim. 


The suit of the Kidder Manufacturing 
Company against the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton mills is on trial in the first division of 
the city court today before Judge Harry 
Reid. 

The case was taken up this morning and 
will probably .consume all of tomorrow's 
time of the court, as counsel made this an- 
nouncement this afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
when court adjourned for the day. The 
plaintiff is represented by Hall & Ham- 
mond and the defense by Glenn, Slaton & 


Phillips. 


The petition of the Kidder Manufacturing 
Company is that the Fulton Bag and Cot- 


would cut, sew, print and deliver cloth at 
a rapid rate. 

It is said that President Jacob Elsas, of 
the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills, went to 
New York and entered into a contract 
with Vice President Meishel, of the east- 
ern company, to invent this machine, which 
was to do the required work. The cost of 
making and operating the machine was to 
be paid and in addition President Elsas 
was to pay the sum of $2,500 for the inven- 
tion. 

The Ridder Manufacturing Company 
claims that the machine was made und de- 
livered as per the written contract and 
specifications, and that it has been in sat- 
isfactory. operation in the Atlanta facory, 
but that the $2,500 has not been paid by the 
defendants. This is why the suit has been 
brought. 

In reply to these allegations the Fulton 
Bag and Cotton mills says that the ma- 
chine has not worked satisfactorily and is 
now giving considerable trouble and incon- 


venence, as thé mocliine’is very easy to

He Tells The Evening Constitution All 
About the New Oriental 
Steamship Line. 


JOINS THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC 


Lines, Which He Himself Con-

WILL BUY THE d., I. F. AND H. 


Has Made an Offer Which Is Open for 
Acceptance—Mr. Huntington Tells of 
His Great Shipyards—Big Railroad 
Man Is Traveling in Palatial Style. 


Collis P. Huntington, prsident of the 
great Southern Pacific railroad system, 
confirms the report published in The Even- 
ing Constitution exclusively that a new 
steamship line is to be opened between 
San Francisco and the orient, and that he 
is negotiating for the purchase of the Gal- 
veston, LaPorte and Houston railroad, 
which will give the Southern Pacific an 
entrance to the harbor at Galveston. 

As was told in The Evening Constitution 
yesterday, Mr. Huntington reached Atlanta 
at 4 o’clock over the Southern railway and 
left at 4:20 for New Orleans over the At- 
lanta ahd West Point. He was accompa- 


and occupied two handsome private cars 


on the trip. 

In the front car Mr. Huntington had his 
carriage, carriage team, hostiers and 
coachman. He carfies these with him on 
all his trips and when he reaches a city 
where he expects to spend some time the 
doors are opened, the carriage rolled out, 
the horses led out and everything is in 
readiness within a few minutes for a drive 
over the place, 

Mr. Huntington will reach New Orleans 
today and from that point he will go for a 
trip through Mexico and expects to reach 
California within three weeks. 

The old gentleman ie not as spry as he 
once was and consequently does his travel- 
ing by easy stages, resting up for a day 
or two at a time when he makes a trip 
across the continent like the one which he 
has now begun. 

PLAIN MR. HUNTINGTON. 


When the train bearing Mr. Huntington 
reached Atlanta yesterday afternoon a 
Knock at the car door admitted a répresen- 
tative of The Evening Constitution: A va- 
let was just in the act of beginning to 
shine Mr. Huntingt6n’s shoes. He was dis- 
missed for the time being, however, and

Good Reading for Those Interested 
in Railroad Matters. 


THE FREIGHT ASSOCIATION 


Reorganisation Sche Will Be Con- 
sidered Again Next Week—Won't 
Build to Jacksonville—The Railroad 
Earnings—Division Changes and 
Heovements of Railroad Men. 


A shipper has the right to route his 
freight and the railroads must carry it 
as it is routed if practicable, says the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

This is a very important decision. The 
question comes up frequently, and rail- 
roads always insist that they have the 
right to deliver the freight to any con- 
nection they prefer. They argue that they 
must have preferred connections to facili- 
tate their own business. What difference 
does it make to a shipper, the roads ask, 
how his freight goes, so it is safely deliv- 
ered? , 

Shippers, nevertheless, claim that their’s 
is the privilege of saying what route their 
business shall take. 

Quite recently this point came up before 
the interstate commerce commission in the 


case of Rea against the Mobile and Ohio 


Railroad Company. Rea is a farmer, He 
delivered a carload of potatoes at Verona, 
Miss., to the Mobile and Ohio. He had 
been offered an advance of $2.75 a bushel 
if he could route them to Cleveland, O.. 
over the Big Four. The agent at Verona 
refused to route the shipment by the Big 
Four. It had to go to Cincinnati, and the 
farmer lost $100 on the car. The defense 
was that the Big Four had refused to ac- 
cept perishable freight on account of the 
etrike that was then on. The commission 
decided that the Mobile and Ohio had 
through billing arrangements with the Big 
Four at the time and it should have routed 
the freight according to Rea’s réquest. 

Twice beforo the interstate commerce 
commission has had up this question of a 
shipper’s right to route his business. In 
both instances the commission ruled that 
he had such a right. This last case goes 
further than either of the others: 

„Here was an established published rate 
from Verona to Cleveland,“ says the com- 
mission. “Presumably that rate and that 
route were open to the public. When the 
complainant directed the defendant's 
agent to route his carload of potatoes that 
way it was the business of that agent to 
do so, and his failure to do so was a dis- 
crimination against the complainant, 
which amounted to a violation of the act 
to regulate commerce. 

„We think, too, that upon the facts as 
they appear, the damages which the com- 
plainant was found to have sustained were 
the proximate results of this illegal act of 
the defendant, and that he is entitled to 
an order for the payment of 100.“ 

FINISHED THD ARGUMENT. 

The arguments in the injunction suit of 
fhe Batonton branch railroad bond- 
holders again N the Middle Georgia and At- 
lantic Rällr Company and the Cen- 
tral of Georgia were concluded before 
Judge Falligant at Savannah yesterday and 
the papers were placed in his hands for a 
decision as to whether the bonds to be paid 
by the Central must be put in trust as se- 
curity for the Eatonton bonds or turned 
over to the creditors of the Middle Georgia 
and Atlantic for distribution among them. 

Mr. Charles N. West spoke four hours to 
show that the Central was not responsible 
for the guarantee of the $168,000 of Eatonton 
bonds and Colonel William Garrard took 
up an equal amount of time explaining how 
the Cemtral is responsible for the debt. 
Colonel Garrard announced it as his opin- 
ion that the sult was brought by the minor- 
ity bondholders of the Eatonton branch for 
the purpose of forcing a sale of their bonds 
at par, a mere matter of speculation.

GLOBE TROTTERS’ PARADISE, 


In Java the Tourist Finds Lots T0 


Interest Him. 


The island of Java would seem to be a 
paradise for the globe-trotter. It is de- 
scribed as excelling all other tropical 
islands in the number and variety of its 
The climate of the“tinterior is 
ble, there are plenty of 
b, offering just the right 
amount of difficulty, active voicanoes to 
inspect and hot springs to bathe in. 
Botanists and antiquaries who may visit 


cool and agre 


wild flowers and ancient Budhist 
ruins, and the sportsman will find plenty 
of game—deer, wild pig and tiger. Stu- 
dents of ethnology may expect to dis- 
cover a rich mine in the study of the na- 
tive Javanese, while polttical economists 
are sure to be interested in the Dutch 
system by which the tslanders’ aue £0V- 
erned, evolved as it is from old Fast India 
company rule. 

A railway completed last year crosses 
the middle of the island from Batavia to 
Surabaya. and there are good roads in 


every direction. The hoteles are not t all 


bad. and where they fall very fair accom- 
modations can be secured at the govern- 
ment bugalows. Hill climbing is much 
easier than in Furope, and the Javanese 
ponies are wonderfully accomplished in 
scrambling up places almost as steep as 
the roof of a house. 

Java is very thickly populated, and culti- 


vation is pushed to am extraordinary dis- 


tance up the steep slopes of the hills. The 
plain of Leles in the month of July is one 
sea of ripe golden rice, with here and there 
a village of brown ‘thatch roofs nestling in 
a2 group of green cocoanut trees.“ In the 
middle of the island white chimneys of 
sugar mills peep above miles and miles of 
sugar cane fields. 3 

The best time of year to visit Java 18 
during the dry season, from May till Oe- 
tober. Batavia ts reached by steamer fr. m 
Singapore in two days. The usual charge 
at the hotels is about $2 a day, and travel- 
ing by carrtage or pony in the interior can 
be done at very moderate rates. The ra- 
tives speak a “‘nidgin’’ Malay: the Dutch 
language prevails with the European set- 
tlers, but.English is very generally under- 
stood and French almost always. 


Their Implements Remain Unchanged- 


In almost every kind of trade known to 
man the years have brought manifold 
changes in the way of tools, improved ma- 
chinery, advanced ideas as to the manfpu- 
lation of material and numberless aids 
from the fields of science, the workshop 
of the chemist, the inventor and the ar- 
tist. But there is one trade in which no 
advance has been made and that is in the 
goldbeater s trade. The game tools and 
the same appliances are used now as in 
the days when Solomon built his temple 
and the art flourished: in ancient times. 
When Tyre and Sidon ruled the seas, when 
Carthage disputed with Rome the su- 
premacy of the world, the goldbesters of 
those days worked with the same imple- 
ments as those used nowadays. It is a 
very singular thing that in all this endless 
changes, this rearranging and shifting, the 
goldbeaters' trade should still be conduc*ed 
on its ancient basis and stand primitive in 
relations to the other trades and arts that 
have tt estate so steadily and imporiant- 
ly. Another curious feature of the trades 
is the badge of the cook’s cap. It is the 
Same cap nowadays as the = worn by 
the cooks who served up nightingales' 
brains for Lucullus, Vitilllus and the Ro- 
man epicures. The cooks of the days of 
Shakespeare, of Charlemagne, of all an- 
cient time, wore the same shaped head- 
gear—the inevitable cook’s cap that the 
chef of a fashionable modern hotel wears. 
The times change and people change with 
them, but in this labyrinthian moving and 
changing ft must be remembered that there 
still exist two symbols sent down through 
the ages as they were in the beginning.

The usual grind on the criminal docket 
was continued in the United States court 
before Judge Newman this morning. 

The docket, in this court is very heavy 
and a number of cases on the calendar for 
yesterday are being heard today on ac- 
count of the court not having been able to 
reach them yesterday, and it will take the 
entire time of the court today to finish 
yesterday’s docket. 

In.the court this morning the first cuse 
called was that of William Adams. He 
was charged with distilling without license. 
A plea of not guilty was entered by the 
defendant. The evidence showed that he 
had been engaged in making illicit whisky, 
and a search of his house revealed beer 
stains on his clothing. The defencant 
claimed that this was turpentine, but the 
government witnesses disproved this and 
the man was found guilty. 

The second case on the docket today was 
that of F. M. Kinoid, of Spalding county, 
The officers made a raid one year ago 
this month and destroyed one of the finest 
distilléries which has ever been captured 
in Georgia. It was a large copper still, 
made after the latest approved style and 
considered quite valuable owing to 
many new devices and arrangements. 

F. M. Kinoid, his father, brother, and an 
old jady were charged with operating the 
still. They are all the best people in ths 
community, “but will make whisky,” said 
a witress for the government when the 
case was being heard. 

The government fought hard for a con- 
viction, but the defendant was loaded with 
evidence to prove that he had nothing 
whatever to do with the still, and that he 
did not even know that it was near his 
place until after the officers had destroyed 
it and arrested him. 

The case took up nearly two hours and 
attracted a great deal of attention, owing 
to the others who are to be tried for the 
game offense. 

A few other unimportant cases were dis- 
posed of and the court then adjourned for 
the day.

St. Patrick’s Day 
And Its Suggestions 


Today is St. Patrick's! 


Naturally, we think of the shamrock, and 


of the wise and good priest who is ‘still 
a potential factor in this commonplace 
world of ours. 

St. Patrick is the patron saint of all the 
good people of Ireland, and in every land 
where there is an Irish colony today he will 
be appropriately honored. 

It is a big day, of course, in Ireland, 
and in this country, in every city with a 
large Irish population, the holiday is prop- 


erly observed in a religious and a secular 
way. 

Just when and where St. Patrick was 
born is uncertain, but according to one rep- 
utable historian the year 327 A. D. was the 
date of his birth. 

Several writers state that he was born 

Ireland, but they also quote his own 
reference to his father’s farm near Ban- 
navere, Taberniae. 

Other historians, however, say that he 
was born in France. In his youth he went 
to Wales or Ireland and went to work as 
a missionary. Of his family all that is 
known is that his father was a deacon, and 
his grandfather was a priest. His mother 
was the sister of St. Martin of Tours. 

When he was a boy of sixteen he was 
seized by a band of pirates at his father’s 
Bannavere farm, and was carried to Ire- 
land and sold to a chief in whose service 
he remained six years. 

After several attempts, the prisoner suc- 
ceeded in making his escape. He fled to 
France, where he became a monk, but it 
was not until the age of sixty that he 
again saw the country where he had been 
a slave. 

After being ordained by a Gallic bishop, 
he went to Ireland to take the place of 
Palladius, who had been sent there by 
Pope Celestine, and who had died at his 
post. 


In Ireland Bishop Patrick converted the 
old chief. who had once held him as a 
slave. But the chief’s conversion took the 
shape of suicide. When de heard that 
Patrick was coming to see him as the am- 
bassador of Christ, the old man left. his 
palace and went to a solitary place, where 
he killed himself. | | 

In the course of fifty years St. Patrick 
covered the entire country. He converted 
thovsands of people and personally wan 
tized 12,000. 

His gracious influence Is felt to this day, 
and the sons of Ireland are the leaders in 
every land. Here in this country they have 
been among our greatest statesmen and 
soldiers, and in every department of our 
industrial, political and -social Ufe they 
are prominent. 

They have assimilated with every nation, 
and they have risen to distinction in the 
armies and governments of the world. Look 
at the McMahons in France, the Nugents 
in Austria, the O’ nels in Spain, the 
Burkes, Sheridans, Wellingtons and Wolse- 


leys in England, and the Sheridans, Cor- 


corans, Cochrans, Meades and Cleburnes 


in this country. 


I am glad to see that today will be prop- 
erly celebrated in Atlanta, Augusta, Sa- 
vannah and other Georgia cities. 

In the old days we had some very notable 
celebrations in Atlanta. 

On one occasion Judge Lochrane deliv- 
ered an eloquent address, He was an Irish- 
man of whom every native of the Emerald 
Isle should be justly proud. I do not believe 
that Sheridan in his best days could make 
a better speech than Lochrane could de- 
liver when the subject suited him. 

Again, we had Father Ryan for the ora- 
tor of the day. This gifted poet and child 
of genius was always ready to scatter his 
pearls of thought and diction along the 
highways, and when he spoke here on St. 
Patrick's day, about thirty years ago, his 
oration was a perfect gem. 

America would be a dull country without 
the shamrock, the Irishman and the ben- 
eficent influence of St, Patrick.

LAND LOTTERESSC 
IN THE STATE 


The different distributions of the public 


study to the student of state history. 
At the close of the revolutionary war 
there were only eight counties in the state, 


by the old colonial councils. 

They were Burke, Chatham, Camden, Er- 
’ fingham, Glynn, Liberty, Richmond and 
Wilkes. All of them were named for Brit- 
ish noblemen, or members of parliament 
friendly to the cause of American freedom, 
except old Liberty, the name of which was 
indicative of the spirit that animated the 
soul of the old lawmakers. 

Two otbers were added shortly after the 
war and were named for the two greatest 
names of that age of American history, 
Washington and Franklin. 

In 1805 it was deaided by the legislature to 
distribute the wild lands acquired by treaty 
and otherwise among the citizens of the 
different counties, Baldwin and Wilkinson 
being named at the head of the list as par- 
ticipants in the lottery. 

TWENTY-NINE’ COUNTIES’ THEN. 

By that time there were twenty-nine

THE HEAD RIGHT SYSTEM. 


Prior to that time and even subsequently 
for some years the head right system pre- 
vailed. Each citizen, under certain condi- 
tions, was allowed 100 acres of land with 
fifty acres for his wife and fifty for every 
child and an additional fifty acres for 
every slave to the number of ten, provided 
that no householder might claim more than 
1,000 acres of land. 

The headrighter was permitted to locate 
his lands as suited him best. He could run 
a Une so many chains in one direction, 
then start on a new tack and confinue the 
survey until he had included the allotted 
number of acres, no matter in what shape 
it lay. He might lay off one plat in one 
place and then. seleet some fertile spot on 
some desirable residence or waterfront lo- 
cation in another, just so he did not over- 
step the limits defined by the law. 

For that reason there are 
shaped lots of land in the lower counties 
and every now and then some little trian- 
gular piece of ground js discovered that has 
never belonged to anybqdy. Only the other, 
day application was made to Secretary of 
State Candler for grants of two bodies of 
ewamp land, one of 820 and the other of S70 
acres; that had never been taken up and 
that had lain there for ovr a century the 
property of the state without yielding any 
revenue in the way of taxes.

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The Opinion | Holds That Corporations 
. Having Their’ Property im Several 
States Should Pay Taxes on All of | 
Their Property Proportioned to the 
Mileage in the Respective States, 


Washington, March ff. An important 


declaration of the principle upon Which 
taxes may be levied by the states upon 
the intangible property or assets of cor- 
porations has deen made by the supreme 
court of the United States. 

The question arose in the cases of the 
Henderson Bridge Company and the Adams 
Express Company, which corporations had 
appealed respectively from the judgments 
of the supreme court of Kentucky and of 
the court of appeals for the seventh cir- 
cuit sustaining the assessment of taxatior 
made against them in Kentucky. The su- 
preme court also sustained the assess- 
ments, 

Similar questions also arose in the states 
of Ohio and Indiana. In the course of an 
opinion read by Justice Brewer (from 
which Justices Field, Harlan and Brown 
dissented) the court held that while a state 
could not by a tax or license establish a 
privilege within its borders for the trans- 
action of interstate commerce, the states 
could tax the facilities with which that 
commerce was transacted. 3 

INTANGIBLE PROPERTY. 

That there was intangible property of 
taxable value, said Justice Brown, there 
could be no doubt, and that a state might 
tax this as well as horses and wagone 
could not be questioned. The Adams ex- 
press officers stated that the capital. of 
the company was worth at least. $16,800,900. 
If it was worth that much to the owners 
for purposes of income and sale it was 
worth just as much for purposes of tax- 
ation. The company said it possessed 


| $4,000,000 worth of tangible property and 


the only question in the case was as to the 
status of the $12,000,000 worth of intangible 
property. g 

He did not believe it could all be located 
at the place of the principal office of the 
company. It went wherever the franchise 
of the company, to be and to do, went, 
and wherever the property used in the 
business went. If the states should with- 
draw the privilege of doing business with- 
in their Umits, the value of the capital 
stock would shrink to nothing. Wherever 
the company went it earrted its franchise 
to be and to do, and there the franchise 
should be taxed. 

The majority of the court, sald Justice 
Brown in conclusion,: thought that cor- 
porations having their property protected 
in the several states and permitted to do 
buelness therein should pay in those states 
a tax on all their property, proportioned 
to the mileage of the routes covered by 
them in the respective states.

Secretary Sherman expressed his satis- 
faction at the détermination which had 
been reached by the committee ‘to leave 
the scope of the treaty untouched, but he 
made such changes in the administrative 
features as would leave intact the treaty 
making power of the United States.

The Different Links in the Chain from 
Washington to New Orleans 
Have Been Worked out. 


MR. RYAN’S ATTEMPT TO CONTROL 


™ 


The Whole Scheme Ia of Great Im- 
portance to This Section as It WII 
Open a New and Complete System 
Throughout the South—Progress of 
the Plans, 


Baltimore, March 17.—The elaborate plans 
of extension of the Seaboard Air-Line sys- 
tem to reach Washington on the north and 
New Orleans on the south are attracting 
considerable attention in financial and 
railroad circles. Some, interests regard the 
contemplated move as a “bluff” designed 
to briug the Southern railway to terms 
and put an end to the fight existing be- 
tween the two systems. 

Many financiers, however, say that the 
scheme proposed by the Seaboard company 
is plausible and will be carried out if suf- 
ficient capital can he enlisted. 

There appears strong assurance that the 
initial and most important link in the 
extensions referred to will be built. This 
is the Virginia aud Carolina railroad, 
which is to extend from Richmond to 
Ridgeway, N. C., on the Raleigh and Gas- 
ton railroad, an important part of the 
Seaboard Air-Line system. 

DeWitt Smith, of New York, and ussoci- 
ates have secured the franchises of the 
Virginia and Carolina railroad under an 


| Obligation to complete the line. This road 
is an old project upon which some work 


was done before the war. 

With the completion of this project and 
its control sccured to the Seaboard the 
latter would be able to enter Richmond 
over its own lines and be in a oosition to 
interchange traffic with the Chesapeake 
and Ohio to advantage. It has been the de- 
termined policy of the Seaboard Air-Line 
for some time to obtain a northern outlet. 
The recent rate war with che Southern 
railway was influenced to some extent by 
the belief that the Southern was. blocking 
its efforts in this direction. 

TRAFFIC ALLIANCE. 

After reaching Richmond a truffic al- 
liance is proposed with the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad for 
the haul of ite trains to Quantico, within 
a short dista ce of Washington. Entrance 
into Washington would be the next move, 
and a traffic alliance with the Baltimore 
and Ohlo railroad has been seriously sug- 
gested. With the carrying out of a scheme 
of this kind the Seaboard would become a 
formidable system and would take a much 
larger share of the traffic movement from 
the east to the south, 

As to extensions and connections to 
reach New Orleans and points in Florida 
those in a position to know regard tnem 
as remote. It is, however, stated that the 
Seaboard proposes to overcome its present 
inability to get its cars into New Orleans 
over the Atlanta and West Point road by 


' building extensions enough to enable it to 


reach Montgomery. To this end a line 
about fifty miles long could be built from 
Atlanta, the Seaboard’s southern terminus, 
to Carroliton, Ga., where connection could 
be made with the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus. An extension of this line which 
is under the control of the Seaboard can 
be made to Columbus, seventy-five miles 
beyond, and at that point the Alabama 
Midland must take the cars into Mont- 
gomery, where the Louisville and Nash- 
Ville. now an ally, would furnish the te- 
maining haul to New Orleans. 

In connection with this move to broaden 
the scope of the Seaboard system it is of 
interest to recall the recent attempt of 
Mr. Thomas F. Ryan to obtain control by 
endeavoring to buy a majority of the stock 
of the parent companys. Ur. Ryan after

In Grace Church. 


Woman's influence in church work is un- 
questionably great. Ministers and men 
who devote their lives to Christian work 
find warm allies and ardent co-workers in 
women. Indeed, women excel in some 
ways, for there is a class of work that 
women can naturally do better than men. 
Their delicate sympathies and perceptions 
enable them to find a way into the hearts 

and lives of people who could not be 
reached by a less tender influence. 

No women could be more heipful and do 
more practical work than do the church 
women of Atlanta. Taken aitogether, they 
are unusually encrgetic and earnest in work 
generally designated as charituble, It is 
said, however, that the women of Grace 
Methodist church are unusually well or- 
ganized and have accomplished an unusual 
amount of practical good. In view of this 
fact, a brief sketch of some of their work 
will prove interesting. 

Wherever there Is a Methodist church 
there is always a parsonage and hoine 
mission society composed of women. The 
work of these women is to buiid parson- 

ages wherever needed and to go into the 
2 ot the poor and do any service they 
can to alleviate their destitution, mental 
and phystiegl.: 

The Grace church society is composed ot 
three departments. The local parsonage 
department keeps the parsonage in repair 
and well furnished; the home work is the 
second division and is in co-operation with 
the city mission board in its work in the 
homes of Atlanta's poor; the third division 
represents contributions given gener- 
ally to charity throughout the country. 
Mrs. J. A. Miller is president of the soci- 
ety and has been for two years past. Bhe 
has all of the attributes of leadership in 
„such work, as the standing of the s0- 
‘@elety testifies. Mrs. R. H. West is the ef- 
ficient secretary. Mrs. Charles Beck, Mrs. 
R. F. Watson and Mrs. Dr. Kime respec- 
tively are treasurers of the three society 
departments described above. The contri- 
butions are distributed and the business 
and work conducted in a very orderly and 
systematic way by these officers. 

Possibly the most effective work of the 
society is that which it does through the 
two city missionaries it supports. Miss 
Emma Tucker and Mrs. C. E. Moore are 
the consecrated women who do this mis- 
sionary work, going into the homes of the 
poor, the fallen—any place where their 
good offices are needed. 

The society also paid a miasionary last 
year to teach a free school in the Elsas, 
— factory district. The Girls’ Night 

bol, which is doing such effective work 
now, is located in the same district. The 
young woman who taught this school last 
year is maintaining herself in Young Har- 
ris institute now with the salary she saved 
last year, and will return to her missionary 
work later, as she feels greatly interested 
in it. Another missionary enterprise is 
the maintaining ‘of two Sunday schools 
one on Highland avenue and one in the 
Elsas, May factory district. Mr. Feath- 
erstone and Mr. and Mrs. Roby are 
Sirectly in charge of these and are doing 
a great deal of effective work. 

The. Grace church Sunday school ie also 
ons dt the most vitally active in the city. 
a @ membership of 40. In conneetion 

this ig a children’s gociety modeled 
ch the plan of the Epworth league, which 
iis. a great factor in the religious life of the 
children; being a training school which will 
eventually turn out workers as active as 
those now in charge. Mrs. J. R. Merchant 
is the faithful and devoted manager of all 
the children’s work in the church. 

Just now the Grace church women are 
devoting themselves to the work of getting 
up money to pay.for the $1,500 organ pur- 
chased. for the church not long since. They 
propose to pay half of the amount and 
are already accomplishing a great deal 
toward it. Some of the methods used are 
illustrative of their energy and resource. 
For instance, they made a handsoine auto- 
graph quilt which cleared 350 for them. The 
Atlanta Horse Guards had the names of 
the entire company embroidered in the 
quilt. Then again, a supper was given at 
the home of one of the ladies which cleared 
$110. In addttion to its financial success it 
was a delightful social affair. 

“The ladies are arranging now for an 
Easter sale, the proceeds of which will 
82 the organ fund. It will be given at 

. John A. Miller's residence and all 
-sorts.of fancy articles will be sold. The 
ladies will also contract to furnish cakes 
and any sort of desserts to any one wish- 
ing them for Easter Sunday. 

This year the women are fefurnishing 
the parsonage and have already contrib- 
uted 0 for that purpose alone. All of 
which reflects a great deal of credit upon 
the energy and enterprise of these women, 
and shows that women can accomplish 
almost anything, once they make up their 
minds.

Kidder Manufacturing Company is 
Saing the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
Company for the Value of Its 
Patent—What Both Sides Claim. 


The suit of the Kidder Manufacturing 
Company against the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton mills is on trial in the first division of 
the city court today before Judge Harry 
Reid. 

The case was taken up this morning and 
will probably consume all of tomorrow's 
time of the court, as counsel made this an- 
nouncement this afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
when court adjourned for the day. The 
plaintiff is represented by Hall & Ham- 
mond and the defense by Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips. 

The petition of the Kidder Manufacturing 
Company is that the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton mills is indebted to it in the sum of 
$2,500, which amount was to be paid for 
the invention of a bag machine which 
would cut, sew, print and deliver cloth at 
a rapid rate. 

It is said that President Jacob Elsas, of 
the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills, went to 
New York and entered into a contract 
with Vice President Meishel, of the east- 
ern company, to invent this machine, which 
was to do the required work. The cost of 
making and operating the machine was to 
be paid and in addition President Eisas 
was to pay the sum of §2,500 for the inven- 
tion. 

The Kidder Manufacturing Company 


claims that the machine was made und de- 
livered as per the written contract and 
specifications, and that it has been in sat- 
isfactory: Operation in the Atlanta facory, 
but that the $2,500 has not been paid by the 
defendants. This is why the suit has been 
brought. 

| In reply to ine allegations the Fulton 

Bag and Cotton mills says that the ma- 
chine has not worked satisfactorily and is 
now giving considerable trouble and incon- 

ence, as thé mochine is very Sasy to 
get out of working order and besides does 
not cut, print and sew the bags as war- 
ranted, and only cuts about 1,000 bags an 
hour, instead of 2,500. 

It is also claimed that the plaintiff com- 
pany failed to secure letters of patent upon 
the machine as agreed, and a number of 
allegations charging a breech of contract 
are made in the answer of the defense.

THE FREIGHT ASSOCIATION 


Reorganization Scheme Will Be Con- 
sidered Again Next Week—Won’t 
Build to Jacksonville—The Railroad 
Earnings—Division _ Changes and 
Movements of Railroad Men.

A shipper bas the right to route his 


freight and the railroads must carry it 


as it is routed if practicable, says the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

This is a very important decision. The 
question comes up frequently, and rail- 
roads always ‘Insist that they have the 
right to deliver the freight to any con- 
nection they prefer. They argue that they 
must have preferred connections to facili- 
tate their own business. What difference 
does ft make to a shipper, the roads ask. 
how his freight goes, so it is safely deliv- 
ered? 

Shippers, nevertheless, claim that their’s 
ig the privilege of saying what route their 
business shall take. 

Quite recently this point came up before 
the interstate commerce commission in the 
case of Rea against the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad Company. Rea is a farmer. He 
Gélivered a carioad of potatoes at Verona. 
Migs., to the Mobile and Ohio. He had 
been offered an advance of $2.75 a bushel 
if he could route them to Cleveland, O., 
over the Big Four. The agent at Verona 
refused to route the shipment by the Big 
Four. It had to go to Cincinnati, and the 
farmer lost $100 on the ear. The defense 
was that the Big Four had refused to ac- 
cept perishable freight on account of the 
Strike that was then on, The commission 
decided that the Mobile and Ohio had 
through billing arrangements with the Big 
Four at the time and it should have routed 
the freight according to Rea’s request. 

Twice before the interstate commerce 
commission has had up this question of a 
ehipper’s right to route his business. In 
both instances the commission ruled that 
he had such a right, This last case goes 
further than either of the others: 

“Here was an established published rate 
from. Verona to Cleveland,” says the com- 
mission. Presumably that rate and that 
route were open to the public. When the 
complainant directed the defendant's 
agent to route his carload of potatoes that 
way it was the business of that agent to 
do so, and his ¢ailure to do so was a dis- 
crimination against the complainant, 
which amounted to a violation pf the act 
to regulate commerce. A 

“We think, too, that upon Ahe facts as 
they appear, the damages v 
plainant was found to haye sustained were 
the proximate results of this illegal act of 
the defendant, and that he is entitled to 
an order for the payment of 00.“
